othoruige the cars would ba towed Away. Howsvor, this ordar 
= was not carried out, tho cars wore not — Pod with tha 
result thet our street 48 now fell of dar Pay puto sy to 
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the curb, causing a great deal of trouble to the residents 
and visitors. Trying so get out of these ruts le mest dife 
ficult, placing a strain on both driver and car to an exase 
per&ting point. 
Also due to the desp icy spots and tho ruts: there 
sens to be no drainage resuiting in an accumulstion o? dsan 
water and ice along thse curbs, making it dangerous for the 
pedestrians as wall. 
We expect ths order given by tho Police Dept. to ba 
carried out (Ghose cars not removed to be towed away) so 
thet our street may bo cleared of snow and ice. Tho signa 
226 up last fall on our street are self explanatory nal the 
offenders who do not sake head (creating this uncatisfastory 
condition) should be dealt with."
